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DETAILED ACTION 
Specification 

1. The title of the invention is not descriptive. A new title is required that is clearly 
indicative of the invention to which the claims are directed. The following title is suggested: 
"PNEUMATIC TOOL HAVING A PNEUMATIC CYLINDER FOR AVOIDING FAILURE 
OF BEARINGS", 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for failing 
to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as the 
invention. 

Claim 1, the phrase "capable of is indefinite. The phrase has been held that the 
recitation that an element is "capable of 5 performing a function is not a positive limitation but 
only requires the ability to so perform. It does not constitute a limitation in any patentable sense. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC a 102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 
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Claims 1-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Roggenburk 
(Patent Number 2, 762,340). 

Regarding claim 1, as shown in Figs. 2 and 3, Roggenburk discloses a pneumatic 
cylinder of pneumatic tool comprising: 

a cylinder body (16) having an internal cylindrical chamber (not numbered; however, 
clearly seen in Fig. 3), a wall of the cylinder body being formed with an inlet and outlet ports 
(52, 53) communicating with the cylindrical chamber; 

two end caps (36) each having through hole, one face of each end cap (36) being formed 
with a cavity (not numbered; however, clearly seen in Fig. 2), the cavity coaxially 
communicating with the through hole, the two end caps respectively covering two ends of the 
cylinder body; 

a rotor (22); 

a rotary shaft (20) fixedly connected with the rotor (22), two ends of the shaft protruding 
from top and bottom ends of the rotor (22), two ends of the shaft respectively extending out of 
the cylinder body (16) through the through holes of the two end caps (36); and 

two bearings (30, 31) respectively installed in the cavities of the two end caps and fitted 
on two ends of the shaft, the pneumatic cylinder being characterized in that the pneumatic 
cylinder further comprising two airtight rings (45) each formed with a central through hole; the 
two airtight rings (45) being respectively disposed in the cavities and the end faces of the 
bearings to achieve an airtight effect between the bottom walls of the cavities and the bearings 
(30,31). 
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Regarding claims 2-6, Roggenburk further discloses the airtight rings are annular plates 
(45); the bottom wall of each cavity being recessed to form a dent in which the airtight ring (45) 
being disposed; the circumferences of the through holes of the airtight rings (45) being airtight 
engaged with the circumference of the shaft (20).

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure and consists of six patents: Chambers et al. (U.S. Patent Number 3,642,389), 
Anderson, Jr. (U.S. Patent Number 3,880,245), Linthicum (U.S. Patent Number 3,927,956), 
Viegas (U.S. Patent Number 5,947,712), Podnik (Publication Number FR 1,197,498), and 
Hettich (Publication Number GB 2,060,076), each further discloses a state of the art.
